CROP REPORT

EDMONTON—Crop conditions through 
the central part of the province have 
been considerably improved by rains 
during the past week, and in southern 
and northern sections there is satis- 
factory promise of a good crop, ac 
cording to telegraphic reports received 
by the Department of Agriculture for 
-ason 

The prolonged drouth during the 
latter part of May and the first three 
weeks of June has considerably reduc- 
ed the prospective yield over the area 
comprising the central part of the 
province and in a few localities early 
sown wheat has been pastured or 
plowed down, Later sown crops, how 
on breaking or summertfallow 
have been able to weather the dry 
period, and as a result of the recent 
rains will give a fairly good yield. 

Parts of the southern part of the

province has received sufficient rain- 
fall to promote continued growth. An 
exceptionally good stand of fall wheat 
is reported and spring wheat and the 
coarse grains are coming along well. 
The first irrigation of the season has 
been completed and a start will be 
made with the cutting of the first crop 
of alfalfa during the coming week. 
Slight injury to crops and gardens 
is reported in a few localities as the 
result of frosts on June 19th and 2¢érd. 
With the exception ot a few limited 


areas, insects injury has been very 
slight,

Grain Prices May boom 
But Crops Look Lean 


TORONTO.—“Yes, it’s coldj but 
you don’t feel it.” 

A familiar and typical weather 
comment by the average optimistic 
westerner, and generally referring to 
genial temperatures of 40 degrees be- 
low or under. 

The remarks this week at the semi- 
annual meeting of the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool by Mr. E. B. Ramsay, 
general manager of the central agency 
of the Pool, might fairly be put in 
the same class as the weather remark 
given above, 

Referring to marketing conditions 
of the past season, Mr, Ramsay ad- 
mitted that prices were low, but at 
the same time gave the delegates the 
assurance that, in effect, the “Pool 
didn’t feel it.” 

Mr. Ramsay said that: “Beyond the 
fact that there was a generally lower 
level of prices of grain, due to the 
greatly increased production of the 
past year and that the percentage of 
the lower grades was relatively much 
higher than from the crop of 1927, 
the Pool was in as satisfactory posi- 
tion at this time as it was last year.” 

As evidencing that neither the gen- 
eral manager nor the 
the annual meeting were worrying 
over the recent lower price levels in 
the general market, the elevator pol- 
icy of the Pool, proposing an expan- 
sion considerably greater than auth- 
orized at the last annual meeting, was 
approved. The board of directors in 
its report urged the building of 40 
new elevators, 34 second elevators at 
points where deliveries are in excess 
of the reasonable capacity of a single 
house and the reconstruction of 28 
others, in addition to the probable er- 
ection of elevators new branch 
railway lines for local pool elevator 
agents. The board was also instruct- 
ed to give consideration to grain 
handling facilities at small shipping 
points where the building of an eley- 
ator would not be warranted. 

The action of the agricultural com- 
mittee of the House of Commons dur- 
ing the recent session with regard to 
amendment to the Canada Grain Act 
was also reviewed. These amend- 
ments, many of which followed the 
recommendations of the Saskatchewan 
royal grain inquiry commission in 
its interim report, have now become 
law and the delegates were informed 
that the Grain Act is scheduled for 
complete revision and consolidation at 
the next session of parliament, 

The action of the wheat and grain 
markets generally in the past week, 
particularly the latter part of the 
week, has tended to create a more 
optimistic feeling all round, so far 
as prices for the remainder of tne 
season’s crops are concerned, 

Along with this optimistic note, 
however, there is a refrain of a sad- 
der note behind it, with the reflection 
that the higher prices may mean, in 
their ultimate analysis, loss and mis- 
fortune to a large number of wheat

growers in western Canada, in the 
States, in Argentine, and in all those 
countries facing prospects of lean 


crops, or in many individual cases, of 
no crops at all, What such a pros- 
pect means to those who are the act- 
ual or prospective sufferers, is not a 
pleasing picture to contemplate, 

Nor is it one that the average mar- 
ket man, grain dealer, or speculator, 
ever stops to contemplate. To him it 
simply is a marketing proposition, and 
a matter of prices, be they high, or 
be they low. Absorbed in the “market 
game” he has no thought of the poor 
devil out on the wide and bleak prair- 
ies, whose crops, after weeks of toil 
and anxiety, may be withering and 
blasted in the scorching and merciless 
rays of old Sol, for lack of those 
beneficial “dews from heaven, which 
fall upon the just and the unjust 
alike’—that is when they do fall. 

Unfortunately the evidence appears 
to be accumulating to show that the 
aforesaid “dews” have not been falling 
in sufficient volume and density at 
all events, to give life and nutriment 
to the famishing and dried out crops 
covering world-wide areas of the 
earth's surface. 

Hence all the outcry this week, and 
in fact for many weeks past, of “lack 
of moisture,” a condition which earlier 
in the season was supposed to exist 
in Western Canada alone, but which 
has spread and spread, until the al- 
leged dry areas cover not only our 
own west, but many parts of the Un- 
ited States, Argentina, and other 
countries, 

And on the basis of these “alleged” 
conditions, whether true in fact or not, 
was built the first veritable “crop 
scare” of the present season, with its 
accompaniment of the highest prices 
seen on the market boards for many 
weeks past. 

Just how much of truth and golid 


fact there may be behind the 
care” responsible for this week's he- 
lated “bull” market, if it is indeed a 
“bull” market, or only jut a fash, 
is at present difficult to judge. 

There is probably more real rea- 
on, however, for the present “bulge” 
than there was for all the recent 
pounding of the market which seni 
prices down at least 10 cents or 15 
cent lower than they had any right 
or reason to go. 

Wheat pool officials were probably 
right when they pointed out weeks 
ago that the alleged huge wheat sur- 
pluses were more apparent that real. 
That is that the surpluses had been 
“made” to appear greater than they 
really were, 

Be that as it may, there is just 
a possibility that under the stimulus 
of properly worked crop scares, prices

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FLORIDA’S THUNDER STOLEN, 
LEMONS GROWN IN EDMONTON 
—- om 

EDMONTON, Alta. — Home-made 
lemon pies from home-grown lemons 
constitute the interesting culinary am- 
bition of Mrs, P. O, Hanson, of this 
most northerly of Canadian cities, 

After three years of experimenting 
with indoor culture of the citrus fruit, 
Mrs, Hanson’s living room plantation 
will soon be ready for its first har- 
vest. The crop consists of a pair of 
lemons, which thus hold the unique 
distinction of having developed nearer 
the Arctic than any other near-trop- 
ical fruit and offer still one more com- 
mentary on the popular foreign belief 
that most of the upper part of the 
Dominion is practically frigid, despite 
the far-fabled tales, still unproven, of 
the wondrous Nahanno Valley with 
tropic vegetation right on the Arctic 
fringe. 

Mrs. Hanson also tackled the orange 
problem but California and Florida 
need not yet fear far northern com- 
petition.

PUSSY KEPT ALIVE 
BY “ELECTRIC” HEART 
—-e— 

HALIFAX, N.S.—Hearts of stone 
are proverbial, but fictionary. Elec- 
trically-operated hearts of rubber, 
which will revive and maintain life in 
an animal for three to four hours, are 
an actuality. Addressing the Nova 
Scotia Institute of Science, Dr, O. S. 
Gibbs, professor of pharmacology at 
Dalhousie University, startled his 
audience by performing a remarkable 
five-minute operation during which he 
removed the heart from a cat, sub- 
stituted a rubber organ operated by 
a pump, electrically driven, and pro- 
vided the animal with a tenth life. 
The experiment was a complete suc- 
cess, The cat revived and remained 
alive for nearly four hours.

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AVERAGE WESTERNER HAS 
MORE MONEY THAN HIS 
FELLOW-CITIZEN IN EAST 
Dominion Statistics Show That 
Whereas Eastern Provinces Are 
Wealthiest, Per Capita Wealth 
Is Greatest in West 


OTTAWA, Ont.—The wealth of 
Canada is held mainly in the East, but 
the greatest per capita wealth is in 
the West, according to figures just 
released by the Dominion statisticians. 
The average citizen of Ontario, the 
wealthiest province in the aggregate, 
has less wealth than his fellow-citi- 
zen in British Columbia, Alberta or 
Saskatchewan, while the average citi- 
zen in Quebec, the second richest prov- 
ince, would be better off in any of 
the other provinces, except the Mari- 
times. 

British Columbia has the highest 
per capita wealth, $4,032. Alberta 
comes next with $3,660, then Sas- 
katchewan with $3,586. Ontario is 
fourth with $3,000, and Manitoba and 
Quebec trail along with $2,976 and 
$2,631 respectively, The per capita 
wealth over the entire Dominion is 
$2,909. 

The Dominion statistician computed 
the national wealth for the year 1927 
and finds that it was approximately 
$27,687,000,000, as 
$26,691,000,000 in 
195,000,000 in 1921, 

It is impossible to estimate exactly 
the national wealth, and there are 
several methods of making the ap- 
proximate estimate, 

These figures were based on the so- 
called “Inventory” method which to- 
tals the amounts invested in agricul- 
ture, manufacturing, dwellings, ete. 

The total agricultural wealth in 
1927 was $8,027,301,000. This was the 
largest item in the Dominion’s na- 
tional wealth, being 28.99 percent of 
the whole,

This includes the value of 
agricultural production in 1927 of 
$7,730,304,000 to cover the average 
stocks of agricultural goods in the 
possession of farmers and traders and 
the amount invested in the prepara- 
tion for the new crop. 

The second largest item in the na- 
tional wealth was urban real prop- 
erty, which includes the assessed val- 
uation of taxed and exempted prop- 
erty to provide for under-valuation by 
assessors for roads, bridges and sew- 
ers, This value is placed at $7,238,- 
688,000, or 26.14 of the total.

Addressing the Nova Scotia Insti- 
tute of Science, Dr. 0. S, Gibbs, pro- 
fessor of pharmacology at Dalhousie 
University, startled his audience by 
performing a remarkable five-minute 
operation during which he removed 
the heart from a cat, substituted a 
rubber organ operated by a double | 
pump, electrically driven, and provid- 
ed the animal with a tenth life.
